iwe do, but actually Krsna consciousness is not based on 
! the body. It's more of an internal thing. It's realized 
in progressive stages, initially the basic understanding 
is that the self is different from the body, that's kind 
of where we always start. It's self realization, asking 
t who am I, and knowing that the self is distinct from the 
body. Your self is eternal, spiritual, ever changing, 
as the body's always changing. 

F.G:A lot of people that don't know what Krsna consciousness 
is about, see it as people that brain wash other, a cult, 
a religious zealous money grubbing group. 

B.T:Yes we have had some bad publicity like that, but Krsna 
consciousness is a non-sectarian thing.

B.T:We have Govinda's buffet, which is a vegetarian restaurant/ 
we distribute books, we also have a congregation of about 
3000, so there's lots of donations. 


F.G:What is it about material nature that drags us down 
so much? 

B.D:When growing up, my dad had a lot of money, and materially 
I had everything, video games when they first came out, 

I had a motorcycle- 
B.T:You had a motorcycle!? 

B.D:I had a motorcycle when I was 14. 

B.T:My mom never let me get a motorcycle, she was a nurse. 
B.D:We had a huge backyard, a swimming pool, but I was never 
really happy with all those material things. So that proved 
to me that you can try to find material happines, and once 
you get it your really not happy. Krsna consciousness has 
finally given me something I can finally be satisfied with, 
at least in respect that I know what I"m doing is the right 
thing for me to do.

In 19H6, an 
employee at the Gillette company's Rockville, Maryland, 
testing plant exposed Gillette's abuse of animals by 
releasing video footage taken undercover during her daily 
“routine." She saw rabbits whose skin was peeled raw 
and blistered from dandruff shampoo. She watched the 
death throes of rats condemned by the toxic effects of 
massive forced inhalation of hairsprays and aerosol 
deodorants. 

Gillette has since moved its testing operation to an 
undisclosed independent laboratory where it pays outside 
contractors to blind and poison animals with its prtxJucis
